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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the absorption regions in both the 
input and the output ports and how input can doubles as output must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ho (US 
6,298,180 Bl). Ho disclose a photon transistor which employs a semiconductor laser (Fig. 5) 
equipped with a waveguide 400 wherein the waveguide portion is equipped with a multi-mode 
interference portion shown in detail in Fig. 6A, 508 or one may also employ a multi-mode 
interference coupler as suggested by Ho (col. 16, line 14-15). The photon transistor comprises of 
a plurality of inputs and outputs that are connected to the multimode interference portion. The 
photon transistor output light dependent on the set pulse and reset pulse received from the inputs 
as demonstrated in Fig. 4A-4D. 

3. Regarding claim 5, the absorption regions in which the current intensity reaches a 
threshold is claimed by Ho in claim 15 in column 27. 
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4. Regarding claims 6 and 8, Ho anticipated various embodiments of the structure in which 
one may modify and employ metal structures that comprise of reflective surfaces (col. 12, line 
61-65). Furthermore, applicant broadly claimed the "end surfaces of the input port and the 
output port are reflecting surfaces " then a waveguide that is coupled to the structure as input and 
output port could be interpreted as reflective surfaces also. 

5. Regarding claims 7 and 9, Ho anticipated in employing a directional coupler in Fig. 6 A 
lc, which are linked to the inputs and outputs, for the purpose of transmitting the light beam 
through one or more switchable propagation paths. Hence, inputs are now can be doubled as 
outputs. 

6. Regarding claim 10, all of the limitations in 10 are met from the rejection of claims 1-9 
above. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Jian disclose the concept of a two-mode optical flip-flop with etched laser mirrors. 
The concepts taught in Jian's disclosure fully meet the operational limitations of applicant's 
invention.
